Deployment of the satellite came 6 hours, 12 minutes 
after Discovery leaped from its seaside launch pad and 
raced out of view across a clear Florida sky in a launch 
that marked a successful beginning to NASA’s plan to fly 
seven shuttles this year. 

Discovery, its rockets firing flawlessly, char ged 
smoothly into orbit with five astronauts, the communica- 
tions satellite and a cargo of experiments that includes 
four rats with clipped bones, and 32 chicken eggs. 

Coats, a 43-year-old Navy captain, leads a crew that 
includes Air Force Col. John E. Blaha, 46, the mission 
pilot; Springer, 46, a Marine colonel; Dr. James.

“For example, if there is a fire in 
Provo, we get the address and then 
transfer the caller to a direct 911 line 
we have to the Provo Fire Depart- 
ment. It. all happens in a matter of 10 
to 15 seconds,” Goodrich said. 

Goodrich said the 911 center in 
Orem gets quite a few calls from kids 
who learn about the emergency num- 
ber in school and want to see if it 
really works. Other people acciden- 
tally call when they push the wrong 
key on programmable phones. 

“We have a way to control prank 
callers,” Goodrich said. “We can put 
the phone in a ‘hold’ which allows us to 
trace the call very quickly. We'll usu- 
ally dispatch a police officer to the 
address just in case there really is an 
emergency and the person couldn't 
stay at the phone. If it was a prank 
call, having a police officer show up on 
the front porch a few minutes later 
usually scares kids enough so they 
don’t call again.” “There are three 
employees who man the 911 phones 
and the radio dispatch,” Goodrich 
said, “We can handle three calls at a 
time and have 10 calls transferred at

The enhanced 911 number will be 
funded by the eurrent 50 cent sur- 
charge per month for each phone line 


in the county, Goodrich said. “Any- | 


thing that will help save some lives is 
worth the small cost to telephone cus- 
tomers,” she said. 

Goodrich said the enhanced 911 
number will make it easier for county 
dispatchers to properly route emer- 
gency calls. 

“Enhanced 911 will be better be- 
cause the computer will route the 
caller to the PSAP closest to them and 
we'll have a more accurate way of de- 
termining which public safety divi- 
sion to dispatch to the scene,” Wise 
said. 

Prank callers on the 911 system will 
also be instantly pinpointed, Wise 
said. “That will discourage people 
from abusing the lines that are dedi- 
cated for emergency purposes,” he 
said. 


Eastern is lowest paying airline 


Carrier gives cut-rate pay scale to strikers and new hires

MIAMI — Eastern Airlines im- 
posed a cut-rate pay package on Ma- 
chinists workers Monday that gives 
them far less than the wages that 
prompted a 9-day-old strike, and 
makes the air line the lowest paying of 








all major carriers. 

“I think it’s obvious they don’t 
want anybody to come back to work,” 
Wally Haber, a general chairman for 
the Machinists union, said of the new 
pay scale, which applies to union 
workers who cross picket lines as well 
as new hires. 

But Eastern continued to display 
its resolve to fly, renewing more 
routes as part of a gradual rebuilding 
that centers on Latin American ser- 
vice and cheap Northeast shuttle 
flights. 

Some Wall Street analysts said 
Eastern appears likely to expand its 
off-price fare strategy, which was so 
successful last..weekend ..that: -hun-. 
dreds of people were stranded in air- 
ports when they couldn’t get aboard 
packed Eastern shuttle flights. 


At Miami International Airport, 
people lined up Monday to buy tickets 
instead of demand refunds, and the 
company reported steadily increasing 
sales. The company has recalled 
about 100 employees, mostly reserva- 
tions agents, who were laid off one 
week ago when Eastern cut back to 

1,500 emplovees.: 

Eastern, which on March 9 filed for 
federal bankruptcy reorganization, 
operated 75 flights Sunday and aimed 
for 85 Monday. 

The company resumed jetliner ser- 
vice between Miami and New York, 
Montreal and San Juan, Puerto Rico. 
Eastern also has renewed service on 
13 Latin American routes since the 
strike began March 4. 

Eastern had planned to resume jet- 
liner service between Boston and 
Washington on Monday but delayed 
that until . Thursday. Company 
spokesman Robin Matell said the 
company had “to eall an audible.” 


The: Air-Line -Pilots* Association 


meeting in Washington in national ex- 
ecutive session to discuss strike bene- 
fits for Eastern members, ridiculed 


the company’s credibility and its ser- 
vice plans. 

“We believe they will be signifi- 
cantly hampered in ever reaching 
these stated goals because they don’t 
have the pilots,” Eastern pilots 
spokesman Ron Cole said in Miami. 

The pilots union estimated that by 
Sunday, Eastern was flying only 3.5 
percent of its pre-strike schedule of 
1,040 daily flights. 

The pilots union also charged East- 
ern “betrayed its trust to the flying 
public” by leaving about 550 passen- 
gers at airports in Boston, New York 
and Washington over the weekend. 
Cole said the shuttle service previ- 
ously has had backup flights available 
to guarantee a seat to every cus- 
tomer. 

Eastern spokesman James Ashlock 
said all those left in the airports 
overnight were moved out Monday 
morning. 

Eastern flew about 30,000 people 
duringthree “days “of $12" ‘bargain | 
fares, which Monday went up to $49, 
still less than half the normal $99 
weekday fare.

PARK CITY — Eleven year-old 
Tammy Anderson stands in line in her 
yellow pants, ski cap and a blue coat 
Saturday morning, waiting to try for 
another medal — this time in the 100 
meter cross country ski race. She has 
already won eight medals in different 
events since she began competing 
three years ago. 

“If I win another one, then I will 
have nine,” she tells her mother. 

Tammy had a long wait, she was in 
the 21st heat. 

But it was a perfect day for waiting. 
The sun warmed the White Pines race 
course in Park City, turning the snow 
soft and slushy on top. 

Waiting for races in the Special 
Olympics is not like other athletic 
competitions.

Finally when its Tammy’s turn to 
race, her family gathers at the finish 
line to cheer her on, her brother 
Adam is poised at the camera. 

Tammy didn’t get a medal this 
time, but there is still the 500 meter in 
the afternoon. Besides, winning 
doesn’t really seem to matter. 

Tammy was one of about 400 ath- 
letes to participate in cross-country 
and alpine skiing events at the Winter 
Special Olympics in Park City Friday 
and Saturday. Sheral Schowe, execu- 
tive director of Utah Special 
Olympics, said the athletes ranged in 
age from eight to 70 years-old with 
any level of mental retardation.

revenue. 
Some of the surplus will go to the U.S. Olympic Committee for furtherance 
of amateur sports, and some will go to maintain the sports facilities that must 











be built to host the Games. 
Barber said the 1989 Legislature passed a bill allowing for an interlocal 
authority to issue bonds to construct some of the facilities.

Jacobi said, “Fallows was im- 
pressed by the attitudes of Mormons 
and their ability to speak foreign lan- 
guages. As a result of that column, 
ABC came to the campus and did a 
segment about Japanese language 
study at BYU,” Jacobi said.

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Sculptor puts life into art

The bronzed sculpture that stands 
between the Spencer. W. Kimball 
Tower and the Smith Family Living 
Center, depicting a mother and father 
holding a child’s hand, may simply be 
just that — a bronzed sculpture. But 
for the artist who created the sculp- 
ture, it is much more. 

To Dennis Smith, the artist, it rep- 
resents feelings of a specific time pe- 
riod in his life. “When I was going to 
BYU with my wife and our small son 
we felt like we were a small family like 
the one depicted in the sculpture,” he 
said. 

Smith sees the child as a new spirit 
who has been sent to earth to be nur- 
tured and protected. The child is a 
dependant image, the link between 
the young parents, he said. 

Smith incorporates children in 
‘much of his work, which can be seen 
everywhere from Temple Square in 
Salt Lake City to Nauvoo, Ill., where 
hehasan entire series of sculpturesas 
a tribute to women and children, 
some of which have been duplicated 
and are in SLC. For Smith, the child 
represents the lost qualities of people 
as they mature and grow. : 

' “The child is a metaphor for th 
exploring, imaginative inquisitive na- 
ture a child has and that adults seem 
to lose as they grow and mature,” he 
said. 

As people grow up they learn not to 
risk because they get. hurt and they 
learn not to trust for some of the same 
reasons. The child asserts the posi- 
tive “childness” that is lost in the pro- 
cess of growing up, he said. 

“It doesn’t mean that you are naive, 
it just means that you don’t need to 
become a workaholic — that you still 
need to keep the childlike sense of 
humor,” Smith said. 

Along with depicting children, 
Smith also enjoys portraying the idea 
of flying machines. His work in this 
area can be seen in the Salt Lake City 
International Airport in the form of

three flying machines that hang from 
the ceiling in the main terminal over 
the escalators of the airport. 

Smith said the flying machine idea 
is an extension of the assertion of 
freedom of imagination, and spon- 
taneity of vision. It is the personifica- 
tion of the spirit of a child — the 
brightness and the lust for life. 

The artistry of Smith denotes a 
very personal essence. Smith feels 
people become what they imagine and 
artis a channel used as a prototype for 
a larger world. . 

Smith said that though he tries to 
focus his work on the positive aspects 
of life, he still feels his work is not so 
idealistic that he doesn’t acknowledge 
reality. 

“People have problems everyday. 
Doing the best with what you’ve got is 
all that can be asked for,” he said 

So many times in today’s society 
people lose themselves in all the 
things they feel they ought to be. 
Finding the childlike aspects of life 
that have been lost helps in the coping

of these problems, said Smith. 

“My work is the expression of the 
healthy child we all need to find in 
ourselves,” Smith said. 

On the surface, the work Smith 
does may seem very superficial and 
platonic to those who see it. But it 
often carries a much deeper meaning. 


Smith feels the artist does not have. 


the responsibilty to teach a viewer 
the meaning but the responsibilty to 
be true to the impressionistic feelings - 
he has. 

People get out of a piece of art work 
what they put into it, he said. 

“Any work of art is dependent upon 
its ability to communicate on different 
levels of meaning,” said Smith, 

A work of art is appreciated in the 
willingness of a person to understand 
the work on more than just a superfi- 
cial and easy level. It was through 
this train of thought that Smith really 
began to realize what the idea of “chil- 
dren” was to him. Our culture needs 
to be able to find the child in itself, he 
said. 

Smith feels that art in the 20th cen- 
tury is continuing to take an ex- 
ploratory, broadening definition of 
what art can be. 

The visual artist of today is strug- 
gling to find some personal identity, 
style or gimmick. “Artists are trying 
to come to the point when they can 
trust their own personal imagery,” he 
said. 

Smith’s realization of himself and 
his work has been reflected in the 
road his work has taken. For Smith, 
deciding to come back to Utah, after 
studying in Copenhagen, instead of 
going to New York meant that he had 
really accepted himself and his work. 

Smith has received major commis- 
sions from numerous public and pri- 
vate institutions. Installations of his 
work may be viewed at the American 
‘embassies in Moscow and London as 
well as throughout the United States. 

Smith now lives in Highland with 
his family on the edge of a beautiful 
ravine. Neighbors on all sides of him 
include fellow artists such as Gary 
Smith, Frank Riggs, Ray Morales, 
Joe Liton and others.

if non-violence policy fails

SALT LAKE CITY — If, over 
time, the non-violence policy by 
Yasir Arafat, the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization leader, is not able 
to bring any result in terms of cooper- 
ation with Israel, Arafat could be dis- 
credited. : 

Rep. Wayne Owens, D-Utah, said 
he thinks Arafat has done very well as 
the PLO chairman in “putting and 
holding together dozens of the PLO 
district groups,” which have been 
hating and killing each other for along 
time. : 

In a private interview Friday, 
Owens said Afarat denies the PLO 
encouraged terrorist activities as his 
political tool. : 

However, if the non-aggressive 
policy he has committed to does not 
work, the PLO has to come up with 
something better to accomplish a 
PLO-Israeli agreement. 

Owens said the PLO might choose a 
more radical militant leader like 
George Habbash to take over Arafat’s 
position. 

Owens, who serves on a subcom- 
mittee overseeing the Middle East, 
met Arafat and the other PLO gov- 
erning executives Feb. 13, and had a 
long discussion with them. 


He was the first American public | 


official to visit and meet PLO leaders 
in many years. 


The conversation was significantly | 


important, but they did not say a lot of 
new things, he said. 


“T don’t know whether he (Arafat) 
is totally trustworthy in the objective 
sense,” Owens said. 

He does believe Arafat’s self-inter- 
est is based on renouncing terrorism 
and negotiating settlement with Is- 
rael. 

Owens said Arafat has spent 20 
years re-characterizing the PLO from 
a terrorist organization to a non-ter- 
rorist organization. my 

Arafat secured the strong majority 
who agreed with his peaceful negoti- 
ating policy because Palestinians re- 
alized the policy would create “the 
best chance of peace.” 

“A (Israeli) poll showed 55 percent 
of Israelis want their government to 
talk to the PLO,” but the government 
simply refused the public opinion, 
Owens said. sy 

“At this time Israel is not willing to 
talk to the PLO,” Owens said, but he 
‘hopes Israel will have a negotiating 
opportunity with the PLO within a 
few months.

Delegation asks Rep. Nielson 
to arrange national CUP meeting

A delegation of Utah County offi- 
cials met with Rep. Howard C. Niel- 
son, R-Utah, Monday and asked that 
he arrange a national-level meeting to 
discuss water right concerns of the 
county with regards to the Central 
Utah Project. 

“We feel that the CUP is not an 
asset to Utah County for our future 
economic growth, residential growth 
or the water rights that we hold,” said 
Utah County Commissioner Brent 
Morris, who is also chairman of the 
Utah Water Advisory Board. 


Also present were the mayors of 
Provo and Orem, Joseph Jenkins and 
Blaine Willes, and other members 
from the Utah Water Advisory Board 
which was organized one year ago in 
response to Utah County residents’ 
concerns over water rights in compe- 
tition with other counties. 

“We don’t want Utah County to get 
into an adversarial role with Salt 
Lake County,” said Morris, who felt 
Utah County voices had to be heard. 
Nielson was approached now because 
this year was very critical for CUP 
funding. 

One of the main concerns with the 
extensive federally-funded water re-

source projects was that the BOR and 
the Central Utah Water Conservancy 
District might cut the flow of the 
Provo River to fill the Jordanelle 
Dam. 

According to the delegation, the 
proposed dam is too large and must be 
scaled down if there are not facts and 
figures to show water resources to 
support it. 

“Decreasing the flow of the river 
will destroy the environment and kill 
all the fish,” Morris said. © 

The delegation’s list of concerns 
pointed to the fact that the CUWCD 
acted as a sponsoring agency for a 
BOR Project, not as the water re- 
source agency for 12 counties. This 
“false” belief had cost millions of tax 
dollars that “should be paid for by 
water users,” its position paper said. 

The delegation also urged that 
greater emphasis be placed on the 
conservation of water resources 
through planning and studies, ordi- 
nances and zoning programs, and 
community awareness programs. 

Nielson invited the Utah delega- 
tion to attend his meeting with Secre- 
tary of the Department of Interior 
Manuel Lujan today to discuss his 
Ute Indian Water Project proposal, 
at which he would also suggest a high- 
level meeting.
